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FCC Highlights 
Bill Grenfell, WAGF 


The FCC proposed rewrite of the Amateur 
Radio Service rules, which was reported 
in last months Highlights, is too long to 
reproduce here or in other Amateur radio 
publications in its entirety. The govern- 
ment print occupies 37 pages! However, 
"If you have any special concerns regard- 
ing the FCC rules, or if you simply want 
to be well informed on a matter of great 
importance to Amateur Radio, you should 
obtain your own copy of the NPRM. "A 
large self-addressed envelope with 8) 
cents postage, sent to ARRL HQ and 
marked 'Docket 88-139,' will speed a copy 
back to you." (ARRL Letter, 05/13/88) 
The ARRL address is: 225 Main St., 
Newington, CT 06111. 


In response to a petition by the ARRL, 
FCC has amended rule section 97.313 to 
require foreign amateur operators using 
reciprocal permits to place their US 
prefix first, followed by their call sign, 
while operating in the US. "For example, 
'W4/DL6TJ' instead of 'DL6TI/W4'." 
Several other countries have already 
implemented the procedure. (ARRL Letter, 
05/23/88; Westlink Report, 05/27/88). 


"Eleven Hams in Puerto Rico face the 
possible revocation of their licenses 
because of FCC charges that they were 
involved in testing fraud. "On May 3, the 
government issued 'Show Cause, Suspen- 
sion and Designation’ orders in which it 
names several volunteer examiners as the 
nucleus of a group which assisted family 
members, friends and acquaintances to 
fraudulently obtain ham radio licenses. 
"Also charged with obtaining licenses by 
fraudulent means are several candidates 
allegedly tested by the suspect VEs." The 
amateur licenses of each of those named 
was to be automatically suspended on May 
28, unless a written request for a hearing 
on the charges was filed by one of the 
accused prior to then. The proceedings 
come after a year long investigation by 
FCC. "The FCC noted that it became 
suspicious of the possibility of license

fraud when it saw a huge upward spiral 
in the census of hams residing in Puerto 
Rico. "At the time, the average national 
growth of amateur operators was about 
3.5% while in Puerto Rico it had exceeded 
50 %."'..." Additional revocation proceedings 
are expected."... "...in addition to losing 
their amateur licenses, those involved in 
the license fraud scam could also face 
criminal prosecution." (Westlink Report, 
05/27/88; W5YI Report, 05/15/88). 


The Seattle, Washington FCC office and 
the State Section of the ARRL have 
entered into a formal agreement with 
respect to the use of volunteers to 
relieve the FCC workload, the main 
function of the Amateur Auxiliary Group 
being to resolve amateur radio inter- 
ference problems. "In addition, the Seattle 
FCC office will refer other amateur 
oriented inquiries to the Auxiliary for 
response." (Westlink Report, 05/07/88). 


FCC's former Special Services Division 
Chief, Ray Kowalski left FCC last Decem- 
ber to join a Washington law firm. How- 
ever, before he left, recognition was 
given by FCC to two overlapping 220 Mhz 
repeater coordination organizations and 
their cooperation was called for. However 
it has obviously failed since one body has 
filed suit against the other. Even though 
he was no longer with FCC, Ray was on 
the program of the Dayton Hamvention in 
April. He spoke about amateur volun- 
teerism, such as repeater coordination, as 
being "Ham radio's greatest strength (and) 
also its greatest weakness..." "Sooner or 
later a repeater coordinator is going to 
have to tell somebody no [you can't have 
a frequency], and when you do you are 
going to get sued..." "I think that law- 
suits are completely out of place in 
amateur radio." "However, it is my 
personal view that lawsuits are the 
logical and natural result of the posture 
that the FCC has placed ham radio in 
today. (Westlink Report, 05/13/88, 
05/27/88).

"The ARRL has made an offer to the FCC 
to solve the nationwide repeater coordi- 
nation crisis through a one time League- 
sponsored national repeater coordination 


referendum, one that would let repeater 


owners in various locations choose whom 
they want to coordinate them." It was 
made by ARRL Hudson Division Director 
Mendelson, WA2DHF, at the FCC Forum 
at the 1988 Dayton Hamvention. FCC 
Personal Radio Branch John Johnston was 
present and appeared to have no objec- 
tion to the proposal. It now must be 
brought before the ARRL Board of Direc- 
tors for approval. (Westlink Report, 
05/13/88). 


When a River Edge, New Jersey amateur 
was denied a five foot variance request 
to the town's 35 foot maximum tower 
height limit, he filed a complaint in 
district court against the city officials 
claiming an invalid use of the city's 
police powers and constitutional viola- 
tions. The defendants claimed that the 
1985 FCC Memorandum Opinion and Order 
called PRB-1 was not applicable in this 
case because "the FCC specifically did 
not preempt local regulations such as 
those at issue in this case." Finally an 
appeals court opinion found that PRB-1 
did apply, the township agreed to recog- 
nize the validity of PRB-1 and granted 
WAZ2INW the variance. "This is the third 
published case finding in which the 
validity of PRB-1 has been upheld by a 
federal court." (Westlink Report, 
05/13/88). 


Calling the United Parcel Service proposal 
in Docket 87-14 to allocate 220-222 MHz 
to narrow band land mobile users 
"seriously flawed," the Department of 
Defense (DoD has filed comments with 
the National Communications System 
(NCS) joining, strongly supporting 
Amateur Radio. This was in response to 
the late filed UPS comments in the 
Docket. DoD/NCS noted that the amateur 
community and the radiolocation opera- 
tions of DoD have successfully shared the 
220-222 MHz segment for many years and 
the UPS proposal would "preclude the 
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shared use of these frequencies by radio- 
location, forcing the two users to attempt 
to find other suitable frequencies." (ARRL 
Letter, 05/23/88; FCC HIGHLIGHTS, 
05/07/88; W5YI Report, 05/15/88). 


The FCC has agreed to "withdraw without 
prejudice to the filing of further peti- 
tions on the subject" the ARRL petition 
to modify Sections 97.31 and 97.515 of 
the rules governing appointment of Vol- 
unteer Examiners (VEs). 


The original petition was filed to prevent 
VEs whose accreditation had been sus- 
pended or revoked by one VEC, from 
serving as a VE under a different VEC. 
After discussing the situation with repre- 
sentatives of the FCC, it appears that 
there are alternative methods of dealing 
with this problem which will be more 
easily pursued if a formal petition is not 
on file. (ARRL Letter, 05/23/88). 


"In 1986 Andrew Bodony, K2LE, brought — 
suit in US District Court to overturn 
denial by the Village of Sands Point, NY, 
of his application for a building permit 
for an 86-foot tower, retractable to 23 
feet. "...the court found PRB-1 to be a 
proper exercise of FCC authority and 
invalidated the village's 25-foot height 
limitation as it unduly restricted Bodony's 
antennas. "This case represents the first 
time a zoning ordinance was declared 
invalid on the Basis of PRB-1! and it is 
an important precedent for radio amateurs 
fighting unreasonable local zoning 
ordinance[s]." (ARRL Letter, 05/23/88). 


TV Answer Inc (TAI) in RM-6196 has 
requested the reallocation of 500 kHz in 
the 216-222 MHz band to market an 
interactive viewer response system, and 
suggested that 220.5 MHz would be a 
good candidate for this reallocation since 
"it was underutilized by amateurs." "The 
ARRL had filed strong comments and 
reply comments to the TAI petition, 

which noted its many defects, including 
lack of specific technical data. "TAI has 
now filed reply comments [on] its own 
petition which contains three attachments

of new engineering technical data. "Why 
does ARRL want this data removed? "For 
the simple reason that the introduction of 
new data in one's reply comments is for- 
bidden by the Commission. The ARRL, or 
anyone else, does not have an opportunity 
to reply to this new information. "This 
new technical data should have been 
included in TAI's original petition, or 
included in its comments. "(Interestingly, 
TAI did not file comments suppor ting its 
own Petition!) (ARRL Letter, 05/23/88). 


KC6, the Federated States of Micronesia 
(FSM), formerly East Caroline Islands, is 
now a sovereign, self-governing nation in 
free association with the US. FSM has 
not yet established procedures for licens- 
ing of amateur operators; however, under 
the Compact of Free Association, the US 
is authorized to act on behalf of the FSM 
in certain ‘telecommunications matters. 


Until FSM issues amateur permits, FCC . 


licenses granted in the US still apply. 
(ARRL Letter, 05/23/88). 


Use of Single Sideband Suppressed Carrier 
(J3E) emission in the entire 10.10 -10.15 
MHz band is requested in a petition filed 
at FCC by A. J. Sivo, W2FJ. He "... argues 
that amateurs are not using the 30 meter 
band to its fullest extent. "He further 
requests '...in order to achieve full utili- 
zation of the 10.1IMHz band, that no sub- 
allocation of the various modes be made." 
He refers to the 160 meter band as a 
successfully working precedent for opera- 
tion in a band where no sub-allocation of 
the various emission modes has _ been 
made. "The FCC...is requesting public 
comment on. the proposal." Comments 
should refer to RM-6363. (W5YI Report, 
05/15/88). 


The definition of a frequency coordinator 
(Section 97.3(aa)) in the FCC rules should 
be changed to read: "An individual or 
organization selected in a regional area 
by owners or trustees of amateur repeat- 
ers, remote bases, and auxiliary links, 
which recommends frequencies and, where 
necessary, associated operating and 
technical parameters...", according to a. 
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petition filed at FCC by K. V. Pagel, 
N6BVU. He "...feels that recognition as a 
frequency coordinator should come solely 
from repeater/remote/auxiliary owners or 
trustees not users. "...users don't care 
about the coordination process," he 
argues. (W5YI Report, 05/15/88). 


The recent grant of the special call sign 
GB2UP to the UoSAT DCE ground station 
by the UK "...allows US AMSAT packet- 
eers to take advantage of the limited 
third party agreement in effect between 
the USA and the United Kingdom. "The 
treaty agreement allows third party 
traffic to be passed to or from UK 
stations using call sign prefix "GB", 
except those with GB3". (W5YI Report, 
05/15/88). 


"The ARRL/VEC has received notification 
that the FCC voided the upgrades 

of 23 amateurs in the New York City 
area. The session in question was 
administered .by the ARRL/VEC in 
January, 1986, and has been under invest- 
igation by both the FCC and the ARRL/ 
VEC for irregularities. The VEC Liaison 
Team was disaccredited in November 19386 . 
for irregularities detected in several 
sessions that year. "(Liaisons are 
responsible for test material security 
while in the possession of the VEC team). 
"Each individual's license class (if any) 
reverts to the class that he or she held 
prior to the test. 


"The individuals are still eligible to apply 
for upgrades. "The action came as a 
surprise, as there had been no com- 
munication concerning this investigation 
from the FCC in nearly 18 months." 
(ARRL Letter, 05/13/88).

American Radio Relay League Report. 
By John Swafford - W4HU 


This ARRL Report provides a brief summary of 
information published in the ARRL LETTER and other 
reports. The LESTER provides timely news of interest to 
active radio amateurs. Any League member may 
subscribe to the ARRL LETTER. 


AMATEUR INTERESTS SUPPORTED BY 
DOD/NCS. Calling the UPS proposal 
"Seriously flawed," the Department of 
Defense (DoD) together with the National 
Communications Systems (NCS) has filed 
reply comments strongly supporting 
Amateur Radio in response to the late 
filed UPS comments in Docket 87-14. 
These important comments should greatly 
aid the amateur community in our fight 
to retain the threatened bottom two 
megahertz of the 220 band. 


In its comments, Dod/NCS said it was 
currently conducting "several sensitive 
research efforts that show the imperative 
need to continue Radiolocation as a 
primary service in the 216-25 MHz band." 
These research efforts involve certain 
advanced forms of radar. Dod/NCS noted 
that the amateur community and _ the 
radiolocation operations of DoD have 
successfully shared the 220-222 MHz 
segment for many years and the UPS 
proposal would "preclude the shared use 
of these frequencies by radiolocation, 
forcing the two users to attempt to find 
other suitable frequencies." 


",...the Amateur Radio Service has a 
variety of critical operations at 220-220 
MHz, including fixed, auxiliary and 
control links for repeaters, beacons, 
weak-signal propagation, research and 
experimentation and, most recently, an 
increasing number of high-speed data 
links for amateur packet radio operations. 
These links must be situated at 220-222 
MHz due to the band-width and path 
lengths required, the high occupancy of 
the 144-148 MHz band and the likely full 
utilization of 220-225 MHz by repeaters 
in major metropolitan areas in the 
future." DoD/NCS continued in some 
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detail explaining the unique qualities of 
the 220 band and why, due mostly to 
propagation or shared use, the other 
amateur bands could not reaccommodate 
the 220-222 MHz amateur users. 


DoD/NCS concluded that it needed the 
216-225 MHz band for its radiolocation 
service, and that continuing this 
allocation is "crucial to the development 
of an Advanced Tactical Surveillance 
Radar and other radiolocation systems." 


Perry Williams, WIUED, ARRL Washington 
Area Coordinator reminds us that these 
reply comments actually represent two 
agencies: the Department of Defense 
itself made the point that the military 
services had a continuing need for radar 
in the 216-225 MHz band beyond 1990 
ending date for such use; did not believe 
it could share with a private Land Mobile 
service, but was content to continuing 
sharing with the Amateur Service. The 
other agency involved in the paper was 
the National Communications System 
(NCS), a consortium of 23 government 
agencies which use communications 
services of all types--radios, wirelines, 
satellites, or fiber optics; in normal 
times, times of natural disaster or in the 
event of enemy attack. The NCS is 
char ged with National Security Emergency 
Preparedness; as such, it is known to 
amateurs as the operators of Night Tango 
exercises in the past. It is very 
interested in amateurs' burgeoning 
capability for large-scale message 
handling by packet radio, much of it done 
in the amateur 220-222 MHz _ sub-band 
which is under attack in the Docket (87- 
14). Thus, the NCS role in the 
Department of Defense filing is. 
significant, and should be made known to 
radio amateurs. 


SOLAR CYCLE PEAK MAY BE EARLY. 
The peak of the next solar cycle may 
occur as early as late 1988, and may 
possibly be the most intense cycle ever 
measured. According to Dr Patrick 
McIntosh, Director of Solar Physics

Research at NOAA's Space Environment 
Laboratory in Boulder Colorado, the solar 


activity level could reach normal 
maximum by summer if current trends 
continue. Earlier predictions based on 


traditional methods suggested that 1992 
be the maximum. 


Predicting solar activity is risky, and Dr 
McIntosh cautions that the rapidly 
increasing levels could flatten out. 
However, NASA is apparently taking some 
precautionary action with its low earth 
orbiting satellites, protecting them from 
the "drag" that increases during periods 
of high solar activity. 


US POSTAGE INCREASE AFFECTS MAIL 
TO CANADA. Everyone is aware that the 
US increased its postage rates from 22 
cents to 25 cents for First Class mail on 
April 3. However, what you may: not.be 
aware of is that the rates for letters to 
Canada are no longer the same postage as 
domestic mail. It now costs 30 cents to 
send a First-Class letter to Canada from 
the US, and if you are sending a QSL 
card, it will now cost you 21 cents if it's 
bound for North of the border. 


The rate for letters and cards sent to 
Mexico remains the same: 25 cents: -for 
letters and 15 cents for postcards. 


ARRL MEMBERSHIP BREAKS RECORDS. 
April marked a milestone in League 
history. Full Membership at the end of 
April totaled 135,829, the largest in 
League history: every additional Full 
Member establishes a new record. The 
increased membership is attributed to the 
vast number of volunteers who assist in 
the field, stable dues rates, which have 
remained unchanged since 1981, the 
quality and popularity of League 
publications, and greater operating 
efficiency at HQ. 


The ARRL has taken on a leadership role 
on issues such as Amateur Radio growth, 
and promoting Novice Enhancement, which 
pfomoted this growth and didn't hamper 
already-licensed amateurs. The formula 
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was productive, as new FCC-issued 
amateur licenses are up by 12 percent or 
more in each of the two most recent 
quarters, compared to the same period 
last year. 


The League has implemented restructured 
programs providing for greater 
membership participation and input, 
making it even more of a "membership 
based" organization. 


SKITREK UPDATE. Contrary to .our 
story in the ARRL Letter (No. 8, April 
22, 1988) the Canadian Radio Relay 
League has informed us that they are 
providing only ONE QSL card for those 
who work CI8C. There are no cards 
avaliable, as far as we are aware, for 
those hearing the UoSAT OSCAR 11. 
Digitalker. : 
After fifty days. on the polar ice, the 
team of four Canadian and nine Russian 
skiers reached the North Pole on April 
26. This, the first major objective. on 
the trek, was 1000 kilometers from the 
start at Cape Arctic on Severnaya 
Zamlya. 


On the last phase of the journey to Cape 


Columbia, Canadian station CI8C at 
Resolute Bay assumes responsibility he 
communications with the team. 


Canadian communications coordinator Tom 
Atkins, VE3CDM, reports that all 
expedition communications are working 
extremely well. 


THINK BEFORE YOU BUY "USED" GEAR. 
There are potential problems involved in 
the buying and selling of used radio 
equipment that hams should remain aware 
of. 


There is a reported case of a ham being 
arrested for possession of "stolen" 
equipment after having innocently 
purchased a piece of "surplus" commercial 
radio equipment for conversion and use 
on the amateur bands. Beware of future 
implications when dealing for that piece

of "surplus" equipment--you may face 
felony charges for possession of stolen 
property, not to mention the loss of the 
equipment without any reimbursement to 
you! 


Purchasing your surplus equipment from 
someone you know, or better yet, from a 
reputable dealer, is the best way to 
protect yourself from obtaining equipment 
of "questionable origin."

DAYTON. HAMVENTION ‘'88. Close to 
30,000 amateurs from around the world 
invaded the Hara Arena April 29-May 1 
for the 37th annual Dayton HamVention. 
This represents about a 3000 to 4000 
increase over last year's attendance, and 
does not include statistics from a new 
program implemented this year. Special 
HamVention tickets (about 10,000), in 
addition to the regular ham tickets, were 
targeted towards high school students this 
year as a prototype program. The prizes 
for these special ticket holders were 
separate from the regular HamVention 
prizes, and chosen with the non-amateur 
in mind (such as publications to assist in 
obtaining an Amateur Radio license, and 
receiving equipment). 


According to Ed Hillman, N8ALN, 
HamVention Assistant General Chairman, 
it appeared that the commercial exhibitors 
had done well, and by the appearance of 
the "smiles on the faces" of flea market 
exhibitors they too were pleased with the 
attendance. The weather for the entire 
weekend was spectacular and those in 
search of the "elusive flea" outside 
without some "sunscreen" no doubt wished 
they had brought some! 


The HamVention banquet was attended by 
over 1300 people. Master of ceremonies 
was Johnny Walker, a veteran broadcaster 
who is familiar with Amateur Radio, and _ 
has produced several shows on the public 
service aspects of the hobby. Gordon 
West, WB6NOA, was the guest speaker, 
and his program utilized a spectacular 
laser light demonstration to show 
propagation effects, EME, and Meteor 
Scatter techniques.

---HOSPITAL EMERGENCY --- 


On May 7, 1988, a local power failure and 
subsequent telephone failure left the 
Southern Maryland Hospital Center with- 
out either internal or external com- 
munications. Hospital officials called the 
PG County Office of Emergency Prepared- 
ness for assistance. Gould KA3DUE, So. 
PG Co. EC, was quickly contacted by 
County officials and Gould activated So. 
PG. Co. ARES to support the County 
operations at the hospital. George 
KA3KIF, AEC, quickly established a 
call-up net on the 147.15 repeater and by 
0700 ARES members supplemented by 
volunteers from the So. Maryland Amateur 
Radio Club were on the scene. 


Message traffic from various locations in 
the hospital was passed via two meters 
simplex. Outgoing traffic was passed via 
two meters simplex to County officials 
manning cellular telephone equipped 
Office of Emergency Preparedness 
vehicles parked just outside the hospital. 
In coming external communications 
received via cellular telephones were 


similarly relayed to the proper location 
within the hospital using two meters. The 
operation continued until about 1400 when 
full utility services were restored. 


Joey N3EQL, Public Service Coordinator 
for the So. Maryland Amateur Radio Club, 
was very helpful in arranging for many 
club members who were to participate in 
a Boy Scout Jamboree event that same 
day, to assist in the emergency. Jim 
WB3KKO is also to be lauded for his 
smooth and well organized net control 
operation at the scene. The following 
ARES members participated: N3EQJ, 
KA3RMZ, K2CIX, N3FNZ, W3IDL, 
WB3KKO, KA3KIF, and KA2FWJ. The 
following club members also assisted: 
KA3KIQ, KA3IDZ, KA3DNW, KW3X, 
N3FUZ, KF3T, W3FVD, WB3EBA, and 
WA3YUV. All of these Amateurs are to be 
applauded for their spirit of assistance 
and cooperation.

--- MS 150K BIKE TOUR --- 


For the seventh straight year, members 
of Loudoun Co. ARES, Prince William Co. 
ARES, and Fairfax Co. ARES (primarily 
the Vienna Amateur Radio Emergency 
Corps) cooperated to provide communi- 
cation services to the National Multiple 
Sclerosis Society Annual 150K (100 mile) 
Bike Tour. The event is one of several 
annual fund raising event of the MS 
Society which uses the money to provide 
a variety of services to the more than 
2500 local residents who live with MS as 
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well as continuing research for a cure for 
this chronic disease of the central 
nervous system which result in anything 
from slight blurring of vision to complete 
paralysis, generally affecting people 
between 15 and 50 years old. Each biker 
must obtain at least $1 per kilometer in 
pledges from family, friends, neighbors, 
co-workers, or businesses. Companies and 
organization often sponsor teams (4 
members minimum) to compete for a 
Corporate Cup. Prizes are awarded 
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those who raise $2, $3, $5, $9, or $13 per 
km as well as the person who raises the 
greatest amount. All participants and 
volunteers received T-shirts, meals, 
snacks, and overnight accommodations at 
the High Road Center on Saturday night. 
The Center is the 75 miles mark for the 
Tour which started at the Vienna Com- 
munity Center at 0630 on Saturday May 
21 and ended at Harper's Ferry at 1500 
on Sunday May 22. Amateur Radio com- 
munications was provided to assure the 


safety of the bikers and volunteer work- 


ers. 


Planning for the Tour began in November 
1987, with letters mailed by the MS 
Society to all hams who had participated 
in previous years. Jeff W4NFA was the 
Communications Coordinator, and Larry 
KA3BAL assisted by attending the many 
volunteer meetings held at the MS 
Society Offices on K Street in D.C. Hams 
were assigned to each of ten checkpoints 
Saturday and five checkpoints Sunday. In 
addition, hams were to man four mobiles 
which were to be supplied and driven by 
MS officials and: volunteers. Permission 
was granted by owners and trustees for 
use of the 146.79- and 147.300+ repeaters. 


By the middle of April it was clear that 
plans would have to be modified to 
accommodate the numbers of bikers who 
were registering - more than twice the 
number of previous years. Large circus 
tents were arranged to be erected at the 
High Roads Center for bikers who were 
not among the first 140 (the maximum 
number which could be accommodated in 
the cabins available. The small trucks to 
be used to transport the bikers personal 
supplies (sleeping bags, clothes, etc.) were 
upgraded to two full size moving vans. 
Two more mobiles were added each day. 
Buses were reserved to transport bikers 
from the High Road Center to a nearby 
school gym to supplement the inadequate 
shower facilities. Additional supplies were 
obtained. 


By the time the final letters were mailed 
to the twenty-five hams who had agreed 
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. to support the operation, 535 bikers had 


registered - nearly 4 times the number of 
previous years. The months of planning 
were paying off! 


On Friday evening, May 20, 
KA3BAL and Howard W3CQH drove up to 
the High Road Center placing Bike Tour 
directional signs at predetermined inter- 
sections along their route. Other MS 
volunteers placed signs along the sections 
of the route that Larry and Howard 
would not be driving. After staking out 
the Infirmary building as the location of 
Net Control (the only building with 


- indoor plumbing, a telephone, a refrigera- 


tor, and good bunks), they began setting 
up antennas and rigs. In addition to two 
meters which would be used for the net, 
a CB rig with high-gain antenna was 
installed for communications to nine 
members of the Gold Wings motor cycle 
club who would be patrolling between 
checkpoints both days. 


At 0600 Saturday, Jeff W4NFA arrived at 
the Vienna Community Center to begin 
coordination with the MS people. He was 
soon joined by Dave N4JGQ who operated 
as talk-in and net contro! from the 


Community Center from 0630 until 0930 
operation 


when the Community Center 
was secured.

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By 0630 the first two checkpoints were 
manned by Norm KB4VCV and Barney 
WA4HIM, and all hams were in route to 
their assignments.

Jeff W4NFA drove their own vehicles. The 
MS Coordinator, Tina Friend, rode with 
Jeff until she arrived at the High Road 
Center.

Bringing up the rear 
behind the bikers was the drag vehicle 
manned by Dick K4LV.

GUEST EDITORIAL 
By Chuck Hite - W3SOG 


There was a time when Amateur Radio 
clubs were fun. Groups met socially to 
brag about contact made, exchanged 


"experiences on the air, discussed tech- 


nical problems, organized "work parties" 
to erect and replace antennas and towers 
or to assist families in disposing of radio 
equipment left by Silent Keys. We also 
installed complete stations for handi- 
capped or incapacitated hams. At club 
meetings we socialized, participated in 
hunting hidden transmitters, had picnics, 
planned for and had a ball in Field Day 
activities, helped each other solve sticky 
rig problems, argued over points and 
cheated while pitching horse shoes, 
worked on construction of club electronic 
gadgets, helped teach youngsters and 
other code and theory, helped them build 
or collect and set up their first ham 
stations, solved some TVI complaints, 
shared donuts, coffee, sandwiches and 
cider. All of these things promoted the 
welfare, warm feeling of comradery and 
the growth of Amateur Radio. That era 
resulted in building a large pool of 
prepared citizens who served their 
country well in war and who have con- 
tinued to serve well whenever and wher- 
ever needed in peacetime civil emergen- 
cies and civic affairs. 


Things aren't the same today. Haven't 
we wandered into some areas from which 
we may want to extricate ourselves? 


Today we are involved in activities that , 
by no stretch of the imagination, can be 
called Amateur Radio. Drills to increase 
proficiency are admirable and necessary, 
but our "drills" today .often consist of 
furnishing non-ham organizations with 
free-communications for their fund raising 
events. These are not very helpful in 


preparing us for handling formal messages 


of the type used in emergency traffic. 

Hamfests have now become major fund 
raising affairs - highly organized and 
time consuming. Every year we meet 
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with rapidly increasing costs for site 
rental, public utilities and other necessary 
expenses, with consequently shrinking 
bottom line figures resulting. Are our 
Hamfests becoming more profitable to 
others than to us? The shrinking net 
returns go to charitable causes. 


Planning and producing a_ successful 
Hamfest takes a major part of the time 
any of us can afford to assign to ham 
radio. The load falls on the few in any 
club who are willing to accept responsi- 
bility for its success. Hamfests can | 
easily become a burden and a detriment 
to Amateur Radio clubs. They really do 
not benefit Amateur Radio to a degree 
commensurate with the energy they 
extract. 


Swapfests are fun, but today's Hamfests 
must get bigger every year to remain 
profitable. Some clubs have found it 
necessary to raise ticket prices to a point 
where it becomes a valid question of 
whether it is more satisfying to attend or 
go somewhere else with the family for a 
Sunday outing. In an effort to attract 
more patrons, clubs now cater heavily to 
computer interested people. Though 
computers are used in our hobby, there is 
no reason for us to allow Amateur Radio 
Hamfests to be inundated or over- 
shadowed by computers. Some hamfests 
even include Arts and Crafts and 
miscellaneous hucksters of items totally 
foreign to AMATEUR RADIO. 


Each year hamfests absorb a great per- 
centage of one of our most precious 
resources, our spare time. This asset we 
all have to ration carefully to live normal 
balanced lives. Because of our benevolent 
contribution to fund raising affairs, we 
have reached a point where we sometimes 
can't generate the interest needed to 
mount a good Field Day outing. Field 
Day is a grand opportunity to enthuse 
and train young operators and to socialize

Recognitions 
A 90th Birthday Tribute to W3CU 


Our old friend Royal Mumford- W3CU 
first saw the light of day in West Jordan, 
Utah, on May 23, 1898. Now we join him 


in celebrating his 90th birthday! 


Royal comes from real pioneer stock. His 
family traveled the old Oregon Trail by 


covered wagon and settled in the Oregon 
Territory. By tradition, they were 
teachers. Their labors helped to civilize 
the western frontier. 


Royal and his brothers, Harold and Bill, 
became interested in that new-fangled 
"wireless" technique as early as 1912. By 
1916, Royal had built. a 500 watt spark 
rig that was reaching out into California, 
and it was decided (for him) that it was 
time to get a license. However, love's 
labor was soon interrupted by World War 
1 and the rotary spark went into 
mothballs. | 


Having signed up in the U.S. Navy, he 
was graduated from a training school at 
Mare Island and shipped out on his first 


in 1960. 


voyage to South America, by way of the 
Panama Canal, with a powerful shipboard 
spark rig. Among his other voyages, 
Royal made three round trips across the . 
Atlantic to France, prior to war's end 
and his discharge from the Navy in 1919. 


After WW-I, our friend finished school 
and became a full-fledged school teacher 
(which was his primary pursuit for the 
next 14 years), while also getting back on 
the air so he could keep in touch with 
his two brothers who were also dedicated 
Radio Amateurs. 


Once again the clouds of war intervened. 
Royal Mumford put on a Navy uniform 
and found himself in the Harvard/MIT 
Radar Engineering School. Upon 
graduation, the displaced school teacher 
was sent to Mare Island (you guessed it- 
- to teach radar to the fleet). He did 
the job so well that he received orders 
to Annapolis -- somebody had to try to 
teach radio and radar to the Midshipmen 
of the U.S. Naval Academy. Now you 
know how our hero came to Maryland! — 


Royal retired from the Navy in 1950 and 
went to work for Westinghouse. He was 
a "Circle-W" man for ten years, retiring 
He now had more time for his 
two life-long hobbies - Amateur Radio . 
and bee keeping. Now 28 years after his 
Westinghouse retirement, Royal Mumford 
is still active in Amateur Radio, is 
regarded as one of the local experts in 
bee keeping and, best of all, he is our 
friend, neighbor and colleague in the

Early in World War I, Liz took a National 
Radio course, hoping to become a ship 
operator and do her part in the war 
effort. She got her commercial license in 
1917 but never got to sea. Instead, she 
found herself teaching code to hospital - 
ized veterans at Fort Meade and Fort 
McHenry. 


In 1921 she went to work as a Radio 
Aide at the National Bureau of Standards 
and began a long and colorful career. 
She worked in the Central Radio Propa- 
gation Laboratory (CRPL) and WWV until 
they moved to Boulder, Colorado. She 
then transferred to the Bureau's Radio- 
activity Section. She retired from the 
Bureau in June 1965 - after 44 years of 
service. 


In 1922 she decided to get an Amateur 
Radio license. That was the beginning of 
her real career - Ham Radio. 
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Now approaching her 90th birthday, Liz 
looks back over her 66 years of hamming 
with many fond memories. She has made 
thousands of friends through her operat- 
ing activities and personal contacts and a 
good deal of traveling throughout the 
U.S. and Europe. She has entertained 
innumerable Hams in her home, par ticu- 
larly foreign Amateurs, and maintains a 
constant flow of "pen pal" correspondence 
to all corners of the globe.

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LIGHTNING PROTECTION 


We seem to have been getting a little more than our share of thunderstorms in the 
last few weeks, and reports of damage to a couple of repeaters has made us think 
seriously about some extra protecting for our radio equipment. An article in the 
April "Ham Hum" (Omaha, Nebraska) suggests the use of Metal Oxide Varistors (MOYs) 
across the AC line AND from each side of the line to ground (or at least from the 
hot side to ground.) "MOVs act like a bidirectional zener diode and cut vdltage 
spikes off at the knees, absorbing all the power above a certain voltage level... The 
three MOVs may not protect you from everything, but they are a good start toward 
lightning awareness and protection therefrom. 


A good MOV for radio use is rated at 140VAC and is nearly an inch in diameter and 


about 1/8 inch thick. They are available from local electronic parts suppliers at a — 


cost of about 50¢ each. This sounds like cheap insurance. The article mentions a 
ZNR K201 type and says that three MOVs is all you are buying in some fancy light- 
ning protection plugs that sell for $19.95. (From "Ham Hum," Omaha, NE)
